DATA OX SPECIFIC GRAVITY' 


In a handbook on "Swimming: and "\Vutcr Safety" 


published by the Boy Scouts of America a copy ol 
which was sent to mo by Director Fred C. Mills 
I find an interesting article on specific gravity of 
the human body from "Swimming*' by Sinclair "and 
Henry. Some of the data from this article may be 
of value to my readers. Anyway, they will 'lend 
substance to some things I want to tell readers. 


Specific gravity is the, ratio of the weight of a 


body to the weight of the water the body will dis- 
place. If the body weighs more than the water it 
displaces, it will sink in water: if it weighs les;- 
than the water displaced it will float. 


Suppose you were to fill the bathtub brimming 


full of water, so that not another drop could be 
added without overflow, then, (makes me shudder 
to think of it) you climb into the tub firmly but 
gently eased yourself down into the dread depths 
so that the water just covered the lip of your nov 
and no Dart of your body -were above water. Then 
suppose you had a parcel or servants to cau-h all 
the overflow and wcisrh it -Then suppose :>ou had 
a mathematician who could, by a process of liylun- 
ing- calculation, determine the ratio of your -\\cisht 
to the weight of the ton or so of water you've spilled 
out of the tub. The grant total r.ubtrahcnd or what- 
ever they call the result of such figuring would rep- 
resent your specific gravity. 


But at that, some portions of you have a specific 


gravity greater than other portions, and curiotisb 
enough, other portions have a lower specific grav- 
ity than some portions. 


Take your muscle, now—if you have any about 


your persons—if you will dip a hunk of your must-le 
in water it -will displace rather less than its weight 
of water, so that if you don't keep a tight grip r.n 
it the muscle will sink. Likewise you. would fmii. 
probably, that bits of your brain would sink in 
water, though not so fast as your muscle, for 
doubtless your brain is rather lighter than your 
brawn. In face there is'only one Portion of t h e j 
body that is lisrhter than'water "and will readilj 
float, and that is. not the lunsrs. but the body fat. 
wherever it may be stored. Lung will sink the in- 
stant the air is removed from it. Bone has the high- 
est specific gravity of all portions of the body, but 
as a man has only 10% pounds of bone.' in him and 
a woman only 9 pounds, one may safely venture in 
for a swim if moderately padded with fat to buoy 
up the bones, brains and muscles. 


A child's bones have a lower specific gravity than 


an adult's, also a lighter brain, and lighter muscles. 
A child more readily floats in the water, and swim 
with relatively less effort than does an adult. J 
woman has the edge on a man in floating an 
swimming-, as her specific gravity is ordinarily lo>v- 
er than a man's. Plump or actually fat person 
remain, afloat and learn to swim more easilv than

The foundation of any cold cream 


is an oil. One on several oils may be 
combined for this purpose. To the oil 
chosen, add sufficient wax to give it 
•'body" Heat these two ingredients 
together till the 
wax 
is 
melted- 


Boras or other milk alkaline salt in 
proper quantity is dissolved in, distil- 
led water and this mixture is beat- 
en into the oil and wax. This, of 
course is just a skeleton formula, and 
is intended to give a general 
idea 


only.

town of Dale, and perhaps in Outaga- 
mio county, 'is David Zehner of this 
\'illagc. 
Mr. Zahner was elected to 


tho office of town chairman in 1893 
and held this office for seven succes- 
sive years. In 1902, he was elected to 
tho office of town clerk and held that 
office, with the exception of one year, 
from the date of election to the pres- 
ent time. In both offices, Mr. Zahner 
served 32 years which term is con- 
sidered a fairly good start by his con- 
stitutents. He also served five years 
as school clerk. 
This, added to his 


term of service as a town officer, give 
him a record of 37 years as an office 
holder. Beside these political offices, 
Mr. Zehner has often held offices of 
trust such as administration 
of es- 


tates, guardian and trustee, and serv- 
ed as director of the Home Insurance 
Company, Hortonville, two years. 


During the first elections of his po- 


litical career, Mr. Zahner ran on a 
party ticket and did so until candi- 
dates were barred from two practice 
by amendments to the election laws. 
While at times, under the old law, Mr. 
Zehner had opposition at the polls, he 
has usually had clear sailing at elec- 
tions. 
"It now takes about 
three 


times as long to do the work of town 
clerk as it used to when I was first 
elected to the office," said Mr. Zehner. 
Town officers are now required to do 
things that early day prophets of po- 
litical growth and development never 
dreamed of. But as the work of the 
offices increased, the pay has increas- 
ed proportionately. 


Mr. Zehner 
was born in Dale in 


1862 
as one of a family of ten chil- 


dren. 
His father, Abraham Zehner, 


came to Dale from Medina, Ohio, with 
his wife, Mary, in 1S53, where they 
bought land and started fanning. In 
1S2S his father had walked from Penn- 
sylvania, where the family originated, 
to Medina, Ohio, at the age of 20 
years, lived there for a while and 
then pushed on westward to Dale.
